if he could, of “murmuring at femsforary’ 
privations and incoveniences”’—We hope 
it would not be in his nature to talk thus, 
and we charitably ascribe the very different 
tone he has assumed in his speech, more 
ioan unreflecting but “ a magnanimous con- 
fidence in our national councils” than toa 
want of humanity or any intention to insult 
the sorrows of our suffering fellow-citi- 
zeas.”

More French-shifp.—By private letters, as 
well as by verbal information from Capt, 
Hill, who arrived this forenoon from Bre- 
men, which place he left the 21st of Novem. 
ber, we learn that a numberof American 
vessels were detained there, by order of the 
government, on account of haying touched 
at an English port. Thisis a new con- 
struction of the French Imperial Decree. 
Fermerly they only turaed off from the 
ports of France and her allies allsuch A- 
merican vessels as had touched at or been 
forcibly carried into a British port, or been 
driven in by etress of weather. Now they 
have so far modified the decree as to per- 
mit them to enter, and then take possession 
of the whole, for the benefit of the Imperial 
Republic. What will good French demo- 
crats say now ? What will his excellency 
the president say ? What the Committee 
say, whose Report we this evening repub- 
lish, and which, judging from the style, is 
from the same pen that has so often defend- 
ed the Embarroin the Administration pa- 
per at Washington. This Committee ad- 
mit, expressly, that the government had 
the alternative of either defending or giving 
up our commerce, and preferred the latter 
as the most dignified measure. 


Let us now see in what terms the Presi- 
dent will mention this new attack on the 
part of France, to Congress ?

Ist. All persons who have any commerce with 
the subjects of Great-Britain, without exception, 
shall be punished w ith the most rigorous imprison- 
ment; and this intercourse being of such a pature 
as to be deemed treason, the delinauents shall suf- 


fer death. 


2d. And as a further penalty, all goods, wares, 
and merchand'ze proceeding from such commerce, 
shall be confiscaied. Whenever such goods can- 
not be found he culprit forfeits the value thereof. 

3d. All these who shal! give information of any 
one found in the trade and commerce aforesaid sta- 
ted, shall receive from our royal treasury a reward 
of from 50 to 100 rix dollars, which shall be re- 
placed from the property of the culprit, 

4h. Besides the reward stated in the above 3d 
Article, the informer or informers shall receive one 
half of the value of the goods confiscated. :
